DETAILED ACTION 
Status 

1. Claims 1-20 are currently pending in this application. 

Priority 

2. Currently, no foreign priority has been claimed. This application claims benefit of 
60/324074 filed 09/25/2001 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. No information disclosure statement (IDS) was submitted with the response 
dated on 3/1/2010. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings submitted on 1 1/28/2001 are in compliance with 37 CFR § 1 .81 
and 37 CFR § 1 .83 and have been accepted by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 1 , 7 and 1 9: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: a processing circuit configured to adjust at least one clock maintained by the 
time keeping function of the meter in dependence upon the output signal from the at 
least one sensor. It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they are claimed in 
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the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 7 is the inclusion of: a processing 
circuit coupled to receive commodity consumption information from the source of 
commodity consumption information, the processing circuit configured to generate 
metering data based on the commodity consumption information and real time clock 
information, and adjust the real time clock information in dependence upon the output 
signal from the at least one sensor. It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as they 
are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 9 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: adjusting at least one clock maintained by the time keeping function of the 
meter in dependence upon the output signal. It is this/these features found in the 
claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the 
prior art. 

Claims 2-6 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 . 
Claims 8-1 8 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 7. 
Claim 20 is allowed due to its dependency on claim 19. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
